en the nation's chief executive by the as- 
sembled sons and daughters of tho Qold- 
en West, aided by a big delegation of 
pioneers. 
Some of these old-timers came 


to the State before the date of Roose- 
velt's birth, but all united in doing him 
honor. 


LITTLE FORMALITY.

HAVEMEYER TELLS WHAT KIND 


OF DISCUSSION HE WANTS TO

NEW YORK, May IS.—At an confer- 


ence between John C. Havemeyer 
of' 
Yorkers and the representative of the 
local branch of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor the details In reference to 
the public discussion of labor questions 
were arranged.

does not propose to be drawn Into a dis- 
cussion with any single labor union. The 
questions to be determined are: 
"First—Shall employers be permitted 
to conductL-a lawful business In a lawful 
way without the dictation of walking 
delegates from Irresponsible and lawless 
unions? 
"Second—Shall employes who refuse to 
join a labor union be permitted to earn 
support for themselves and families by 
honest labor?" 
These questions will be divided Into 
about twenty sub-divisions. 
Owing to what he considers a misun- 
derstanding of hia Invitation, Mr. Have- 
meyer has sent a reply to the letter of 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers of this city, saying they have mis- 
taken the character of his Invitation In 
two respects.

Resurrection Plant , 


What is generally known .is tli<- rose of 


Jericho IB, perhaps, one of the inosi familiar 
of the curiosities of plant life known us resur- 
rection plants, t^oit^b othi'r varieties tinvo 
recently been ndilecl to tbe list of those od- 
dities. The rose of Jericho Is said '.o lie Im- 
ported from the valley of the Kiver .Ionian, 
and is the resurrection p l n u t mentioned In 
the Bible. The plant when received from 
its native home is simply a hunch of leafless 
and seemingly lifeless sticks or launches, 
clustered together tightly. When plnced in 
a glass of water, however, the branches ex- 
paml, seed buds unfold, aud soou the sveen 
foliage starts out and me p.nnt reaKy prows. 


The Mexican resurrection plant Is ihe fluffy 


fernlike variety often noticed In s.mcers of 
water in the florist's window. Tui^ delights 
the children, as the plant Is so quickly re- 
surrected from a dry, hard ball t<- a green 
living plant. 
When it is dormai.t it is a 


shrunken, rounded ball of tightly folded 
leaflets, dry and denil. 


It Is dropped In a howl of tepid w.ter, nnd 


soon one frondllke tip curls slowly mitvrard, 
then another and another, niul li, a short 
time there Is floating In Ihe dlxh n beautiful 
metallic green plant, a great loose . xpanded 
rosette of line fernllku leaves, ..del
